NEW MUNICIPAL BUILDINGS FOR THE CITY AND COUNTY OF BRISTOL. 
MR. E. VINCENT HARRIS, A.R.A., ARCHITECT. 


THE problem for the architect in the design of this 
building was a difficult one, the site falling some 
18 ft. from front to back. The principal materials are 
Portland stone and brick, two rear storeys being 
in granite. The relationship of the building to the 
Cathedral, shown on the left-hand side of the drawing, 
has been carefully studied. Messrs. Cowlins, of 
Bristol, are the contractors for the foundations. Their 
tender for the superstructure has been recommended 
for acceptance by the Corporation.

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THE NEW SHERIFF COURT HOUSE, EDINBURGH. 


THz new Sheriff Court House, 
designed in the Renaissance style, 
stands on what is known as the 
“Island Site,” with frontages to 
the Lawnmarket, Bank-street and 
St. Giles-street. The exterior walls 
on all frontages are faced with 
Darney stone and all the entrances 
are fitted with bronze doors. 

In planning the building the four 
courts—two criminal and two civil 
—have been placed in the centre of 
the building, all entered from -the 
large court hall, which extends from 
Bank-street to St. Giles-street. 
Each court has a _ self-contained 
suite of witness-rooms and jury- 
rooms, while two retiring-rooms are 
provided for the judges. The courts 
are all situated on the ground floor 
at Lawnmarket-street level, thus 
making it possible, owing to the fall 
in the ground, to provide the 
prisoners’ accommodation and 
police-rooms at the North St. Giles- 
street level, where the prisoners’ 
entrance is situated. The criminal 
courts contain additional accommo- 
dation for the public in the gal- 
leries, access to which is obtained 
by the staircases from the court 
hall in St. Giles-street and Bank- 
street, which is lined from floor to 
ceiling with Hopton Wood stone. 
The central placing of the courts 
reduces to the minimum any dis- 


turbance from noise. The acoustics 
have been specially considered, the 
walls being covered with acoustic 
tiles and the ceilings with acoustic 
plaster. 

The civil courts are slightly 
smaller than the criminal courts, 
but are finished in a similar manner 
with the exception of the accommo- 
dation for prisoners. In addition 
to the four courts and court hall on 
the ground floor, there is a large 
entrance hall from the Lawnmarket, 
with inquiry office, public telephone 
booths, solicitors’ robing-room and 
public lavatory. Access to the 
various floors is obtained from the 
main staircases at the Bank-street 
and St. Giles-street entrances and 
by a lift situated at the Bank-street 
entrance. The staircases and 
dadoes to corridors are finished in 
terrazzo, and the floors of the cor- 
ridors are covered with “ Norlin 
Tile ” guper-linoleum. 

On the first floor, over the main 
entrance, a large conference-room, 
which can be utilised as a fifth 
court, is provided, and adjacent to it 
is the library. The remainder of the 
accommodation on this floor is 
occupied by the Sheriff. Principal, 
the Sheriff Substitutes and the 
Sheriff Clerk’s Department. 

On the second floor the south por- 


tion is allocated to the Procurator. 


Fiscal’s Department,. which in- 


cludes public office, production- 
room and accommodation for 
criminal officers, while the north 
section is allocated to the commis- 
sary department. 

The offices and corridors through- 
out the building are heated by wall 
radiators, all pipes being concealed. 
New furniture of special design has 
been supplied for the principal 
rooms and synchronous electric 
clocks have been provided where 
necessary. The building was de- 
signed by Mr. A. J. Pitcher, 
O.B.E., with Mr. J. Wilson Pater- 
son, C.V.O., M.B.E., A.R.I.B.A., 
F.8.A.Scot., as Associate Architect, 
both of H.M, Office of Works, which 
has supplied the photographs repro- 
duced. Copyright of these is vested 
in H.M. Stationery Office.

sent occupied by this firm. The base- 
ments will be used to house the 
large printing presses and the upper 
floors chiefly for office purposes. 
The building is steel-framed, the 
stonework being of reconstructed

At a time when the re-development of large areas 
of the residential parts of Central London is taking 
the form of flats, the scheme illustrated on this and 
succeeding pages has an unusual interest. It con- 
sists of two blocks of individual houses placed one at 
either end of a well-timbered open space, which is 
open to the householders. The scheme is described 


overleaf.

THE site of these two groups of 
houses is located on the north side 
of Hyde Park near Lancaster Gate 
tube station, and Nos. 1-9, have a 
frontage to Sussex-place, facing 
S.W., and Nos. 31-37 have a 
frontage to Radnor-place, facing 
N.E. The buildings have been 
erected for the Gloster Develop- 
‘ment Co., Ltd., St. Ermin’s, West- 
minster, 8.W.1. 

Between the two blocks the 
space is occupied by a well-timbered 
and well-maintained garden, to 
which householders have the right 
of access. In each block the houses 
have been set back from the street 
frontage to secure a.certain amount 
of privacy, and private roads have 
been constructed enclosed with 
flower-beds. 

The houses vary in size, but the 
average individual frontage is 
round about 33 ft., with a depth, 
back to front, of 38 ft., and every 
house comprises basement, ground, 
first and second floors, with, in 
some cases, accommodation in the 
roof space. The basements are 
exceptionally well lighted and a 
number of the houses, therefore. 
have basement kitchens, while in 
others the kitchen is planned on

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The heating installation is low- 
pressure hot-water with coke-fire 
boilers, having thermostatic control, 
and provision is made for mechani- 
cal stoking apparatus. 

The houses are constructed of 
brickwork, with steelwork inter- 
nally to carry the various floors and 
roofs, which are tiled. Partitions 
in the basement are constructed of 
brickwork and the partitions in all 
upper floors are constructed of 
timber with patent plaster board on 
one side and ‘“‘ Thermacoust ”’ on the 
other side for the purpose of sound- 
deadening and _ sound-absorption. 
Similarly the floors between prin- 
cipal rooms are protected against 
sound by means of felt and “ Ther- 
macoust,”’ whilst the rooms under- 
neath the maids’ quarters are pro- 
tected against sound with a special 
system of floor construction. -

THis house, designed for Ben- 
skin’s Watford Brewery, Litd., 
occupies a very prominent place 
at the junction of five roads known 
as Five Points, Iver Heath. Very 
shortly the Buckinghamshire 
County Council are going to make 
a large roundabout absorbing four 


of the five roads, while a fifth is to 
be by-passed into one of the others. 
A considerable portion of the land 
now in the occupation of the tenant 
will then be absorbed, and it is, 
therefore, difficult to realise what 
the ultimate effect will be until the 
road work is completed. 
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The building is of _ brick, 
externally rendered with ‘‘ Culla- 
mix” on a water repellent backing 
(The Cement Marketing Co.), the 
base being in brick with brick 
dressings to the, principal entrance. 
The roof is covered with Norfolk 
thatch laid by R. W. Farman, of 
North Walsham. The chimneys 
are left in brickwork harmonising 
with the colour of the roof. Inter- 
nally, the lounge and saloon bar 
are panelled in Australian walnut, 
carried out by John P. White and 
Sons, Ltd., of Bedford. The walls 
of the public bar, games room and 
tea room are left in plaster from a 
wooden float. The tea room and 
public bar hawe coved ceilings. 
The tea room floor is of oak strip, 
the remaining public rooms having 
rubber floors supplied by B. Holden 
and Co., Ltd.

The central corridor is top lit 
and kept low enough for continuous 
cross ventilation over its whole 
length to the rooms on either side. 
The covered play spaces are pro- 
vided at either end for babies and 
infants, open to the sides, but 
sheltered from the north by screens. 


A feature is the projecting hood 
along the south facade. Beneath 
this are sliding windows the whole 
length of each classroom, so that 
classes may virtually be held in the 
open air when weather permits. 
Above the hood is a continuous row 
of lights to the classrooms. 

Immediately in front of the class- 
rooms, beyond the terrace, is a 
planted garden with the playground 
beyond. Walling is faced with 2-in.° 


heather-coloured bricks. The walls 
on either side of the entrance are 
faced with green faience slabs 


incised with pictorial animal 
decorations, and the walls of the 
assembly hall are faced with 3-in. 
slabs of brown York stone, left with 
a rough textured surface. This 
school is for a particularly drab 
district, and an effort has been 
made, by the use of texture, colour 
and form to make it stimulating.

My third consecutive brief annual re- 
view of the building industry can, on this 
' pecasion, appropriately be opened with 
the statement that the development of the 
building industry during 1937 has been 
marked by positive progress, both on the 
economic and legislative sides. 

On the economic side development has 
peen towards more balanced output. In 
the immediately preceding years, small- 
type housing took a comparatively pre- 
dominant lead. In 1937 that tendency 
was corrected to a very large extent by 
an expansion of heavier building—com- 
mercial, industrial, administrative, social 
and domestic. 


Commercial Buildings. 

On the commercial side the year showed a 
healthy return to office and shop building. 
This phase of development was one that eae 
be expected as being largely consequential to 
the small-housing expansion of preceding 
years, and is a phase that can be relied on to 
proceed while housing development continues 
to be regarded by Governments as the spear- 
head of. social reform. Not the least advan- 
tage conferred upon the country by its 
pleasingly obvious awakening conscience with 
regard to the need to maintain a consistently 
improving standard of housing, is the fact 
that it is becoming more widely recognised 
in the economic field that housing expansion 
is the vanguard (at the moment a most 
healthy and virile vanguard) of the movement 
towards higher general levels and standards 
of society. This movement has expressed 
itself very well during 1937. So far as London 
is concerned, the movement has been reflected 
in 1937 in the obviously wider recognition of 
the obsolescence of buildings instanced by the 
number of these which, having served their 

urpose, have been demolished and modern 

uildings of infinitely higher standards of 
structure and amenity erected in their stead. 
It may be said, therefore, that on the com- 
mercial side the year has shown considerable 
progress both in the volume and quality of 
such buildings. Moreover, there is eve 
reason to rn. that the progress is suc 
that the standards achieved during the year 
in this most important class of building will 
continue to be maintained in the future as 
their commercial values become more widely 
recognised. 


Industrial Buildings. 

The volume of buildings erected for purely 
industrial purposes has aes tended to level up 
the character of the trade of the industry 
during the year. While to some considerable 
extent this type of activity has arisen directly 
and indirectly from the National Defence pro- 
gramme, it has undoubtedly also arisen 
very largely from recognition of the obso- 
lescent factor inherent in the old type of 
factory building. It may now quite safely be 
said that ‘manufacturers are increasingly 
realising the importance and the economic 
advantages of a modern factory as against 
one as little old as even twenty-five to thirty 
years. The amenities and standards generally 
of the modern factory and buildings for in- 
dustrial uses of all kinds have reached a level 
during the year which will have widely bene- 
ficial repercussions in the near future, inas- 
much as the more quickly the standard of 
modern building advances, the more quickly 
. also does the factor of obsolescence become 
recognised in older buildings. In no branch 
of building; perhaps, has the standard of 
efficiency and amenity risen so rapidly as has 
‘apparently been the case with industrial 
structures of 1937. This is due almost entirely 
to the recognition by many industrialists of 
the fact that a high standard of amenity in 
relation to immediate industrial environment 
is of every advantage in the matter of pro- 

uction. Moreover, it might truly be said 
that the high standards of industrial environ- 
ment reached in 1937 are but indicative of the 
standards industrial environment will reach 


‘income—nothing more nor less. 
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in the immediately succeeding years. The 
much-looked-for industrial trek from the urban 
centres to a point well beyond the periphery 
of the towns has more than begun—1937 has 
strengthened it, and a great service to the 
ideal of rural-centred industries has been 
achieved. 


Administrative Buildings. 
Here the story of progress is not, perhaps, 
quite so bright as in the case of that form of 


‘activity coming under the two preceding 


headings. Under this heading come, to a 
—_ large extent, the activities of the local 
authorities of the country. The Central 
Department, through their power of with- 
holding loan sanction for much of the contem- 
plated expenditure, have caused many 
schemes during the latter part of the year 
to be put into cold storage on the ground 
of cost. Whether postponement be wise or 
not is a matter, perhaps, of opinion, but 
there should be no question that the ostensible 
reason for their postponement—namely, that 
of cost—may well be economically quite un- 
sound, because this type of expenditure by 
local authorities is, in fact, becoming in- 
creasingly the best form of local and national 
income. In short, local authorities’ costs are 
More often 
than not this is also the more scientifically 
distributive form of income, and, as such, a 
most prolific source of revenue to the real 
basic industries. The fact that the building 
industry was reasonably well employed and 
carrying that volume of trade which created, 
apparently, the most economic volume of 
employment, is possibly a sound reason for 
the postponement of some, at least, of this 
work, provided always that it is recognised 
that such postponement was merely tem- 
porary and with a view to proceeding with 
the scheme when employment in the building 
industry fell to such a level as to warrant 
the work going forward. To withhold work 
on the simple basis of alleged increased cost 
(the most difficult of facts to prove) is 
thoroughly unsound. To withhold it on the 
ground that the industry does not necessarily 
require the work at this particular time, and 
that it is of the type that.can be withheld 
without the public interest suffering (another 
difficult fact to prove) is, on the contrary, 
thoroughly sound. In this respect 1937 still 
leaves the industry without an agreed datum 
of employment below which new work should 
be injected into it. In short, not very much 
advance has been made in 1937 towards the 
scientific regulation of the trade of the in- 
dustry at its source, although a wider recog- 
nition of the vital principles and ends served 
by scientifically regulated trade has un- 
doubtedly been achieved among the more 
enlightened sections of society. 


Domestic and Social Building. 

In the purely domestic field of. building, 
that is, in the main, the provision of housing 
accommodation in the form of separate houses 
and flats, progress has unquestionably been 
in the development of flat construction. 
This tendency towards flat construction has 

robably been most marked in the South of 
Fnglan , including London, although con- 
siderable development in that direction as a 
form of working-class accommodation has taken 


‘place in-several of the larger Northern indus- 


trial centres. On the whole, however, the 
wider development of flat tenements has been 
in London and the south-eastern and south- 
western areas of the country. This preference 
for flat accommodation is very largely a social 
one, indicative of type mentality. Taking 
flat-dwellers broadly, they are representative 
of two main classes of the population: the 
lower-paid manual worker, and the more 
highly paid middle class. The former, by 
reason of the disposition of his work and of 
the conditions, in terms of time, of his 
employment, is unable to utilise effectively a 
house as a profitable unit, carrying, as it 


does, the obligation of a comparatively large 


measure of upkeep, particularly in the matter 
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of the garden. The maintenance of a garden 
to a very large perpeson of this category 
of person is in the nature of an additional 
task of work, and, in a great many instances, 
the individual is neither physically nor 


mentally equipped for the type of life 
centred in and around a house. More- 
over, the compactness of the flat often 


appeals, apparently, very strongly, to 
the feminine element in this category, as 
being less onerous in the matter o upkeep 
and maintenance. This does not mean, how- 
ever, that, given improved facilities, both of 
transport and leisure, this type of family 
would not, on the whole, prefer the 
individual house, The extent to which, 
during 1937, proposals for the extension of 
this type of house have come forward 
indicates clearly a tendency on the part of 
such families to take the line of least: resist- 
ance in the availability of housing accommo- 
dation, and while national indtstry remains 
in its present concentrated and localised form 
there is very little likelihood of a change 
taking place in the provision in industrial 
centres of the flat type of accommodation. 
The other section of the population con- 


“cerned in the development of flat accommoda- 


tion, namely, the middle and upper middle 
classes, appear to favour this class of accom- 
modation very largely for a somewhat analo- 
gous reason as that for which it appeals to the 
mauual worker type of tenant. There is this 
exception, however, that in the case of the 
middle and upper middle classes, who equally 
cannot find sufficient interest in the mainten- 
ance of a garden, they do find that the flat 
gives them a greater opportunity and a 
more convenient and compact environment 
for spending and enjoying their leisure. For 
imstance, where in London a block of flats 
is erected on the edge of a park, common, or 
river, this block of flats provides an oppor- 
tunity for a much larger number of people 
to enjoy those amenities than could be given 
by an equal number of individual houses. 
Similarly, in’ towns on the South Coast, 
where flatted accommodation is developing 
very rapidly indeed, it is impossible to 
get the same number of people ‘enjoying 
the amenities of the sea coast and the 
sea air in individual houses as is the 
case with well-constructed and well-planned 
blocks of flats. Moreover, in both instances 
the accommodation is within measurable 
distance, in terms of time, of most of the 
attractions of urbanised centres. It. would 
appear that if this development, which has 
been so striking in 1937, continues, the whole 
character of our urban centres is likely to be 
changed, and it will be regarded as a waste of 
land for individual houses to be erected, inside 
specified urban areas. The natural place for 
the individual house is not in extended and 
elongated streets, involving enormous expense 
in connection with road-work, sewerage, and 
public services generally, but in the more 
rural surroundings, where smaller isolated 
units can be erected upon the most economic 
basis. Certainly, by every canon of economic 
judgment, there are areas in London where 
the occupation of land by buildings of one or 
two storeys becomes more strikingly un- 
economic almost every day. The general prin- 
ciples of public policy underlying the develop- 
ment ana control of- urbanised centres may 
well be changed in the very near future from 
the horizontal conception to the perpendicular. 

On the social side, this development has 
instanced in an increasingly emphasised 
manner the need for concerted, ordered, and 
regulated provision of social amenities, what- 
ever the form may be—whether of recreational 
centres, entertainment centres, instructional 
centres, or ecclesiastical and public service 
centres such as medical clinics, etc. The need 
for such amenities is much more quickly de- 
veloped by the construction of flatted property 
than it is by the construction of the hori- 
zontal development of houses. The relation- 
ship of public amenity and service facilities 
to domestic building in the form of flats 
is one that loudly calls for increasing recog- 
nition on the part of local authorities, at any 
rate while they: remain charged with the 
control of building development. The reia- 
tionship also between social amenity and ser- 
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vice centres is becoming more obvious and 
more close as the development of the - 
dicular type of building proceeds. The 
horizontal development of domestic building 
in 1937 appears to have been, on the whole, 
representative of a much more rational type 
of development than in the peak year of 1936. 
There has been less of what. might be termed 
“scramble” speculation of house-building, 
and in its place there has come a preferable, 
more scientific and intelligent type of 
housing development and; moreover, one 
based more widely upon fundamental 
economic principles. On the whole, this 
striking difference between the somewhat 
rushed production of 1936 and the more 
orderly and—if a comparison may be dared— 
better type of production of 1937, indicates 
that that all-important person the speculative 
housebuilder is paying, like his confrére the 
flat developer, increasing attention to the 
amenity side of his productions. And if the 
housebuilder develops at the same progressive 
tempo as the flat developer, as far as domes- 
tic. amenities are concerned, the time will 
rapidly come when people will be able to 
choose just the type of accommodation they 
require—and at the particular time when it 
is required—as the result of the activity of 
the more substantial and responsible type of 
small-house developer, and without a plethora 
of unrelated control, order, and regulation by 
local enactments. 

1937 has undoubtedly rendered a service to 
the industry and to the country by giving 
rise at least to the beginning of the “ fade- 
out,”’ on the one hand, of the purely finan- 
cially interested type of house speculator, 
while, on the other hand, it has obviously 
strengthened the position of the established 
and long-standing typical British estate de- 
véloper. In this connection the seeds of two 
most important developments in housebuild- 
ing appear to have germinated, namely, the 
concentration by speculators upon estate de- 
velopment in its full sense rather than mere 
house development, and the employment by 
those estate developers of an infinitely higher 
order of architectural advice, consultation, 
and collaboration. So long as these two latter 
aspects progress side by side, the future of 
the responsible and trained housebuilder will 
continue to form that spear-head of social de- 
velopment and amenity which has so marked 
its progress from the awakening days of con- 
trolled housing in the early part of the nine- 
teenth century. On the whole, it would 
appear that 1937 has placed more firmly upon 
the map, as it were, the better type of hori- 
zontal developer, and, perhaps, owing to a 
more ‘even but none the less high rate of de- 
mand, made it just a little more difficult for 
the purely financially interested speculator to 
intrude any deeper into this very old, tradi- 
tional, and all-important branch of the in- 
dustry. 

Legislation. 

On the legislative side, unquestionably the 
year has developed the basis of greater free- 
dom from legislative enactments. The pass- 
ing of the 1936 Public Health Act will be 
found by future historians of the industry to 
have been the beginning of that freedom from 
control and consequently the beginning of 
responsible self-government by the industry 
for the industry which has marked the activity 
of its leaders since the War. The recognition 
in the Public Health Act of 1936 of the codes 
of practice and standards set up by the 
industry for and in the interests of its 
economic progress has marked a development 
which, if effectively taken advantage of and 
cultivated by the industry, must create a 
measure of freedom which it has not. experi- 
enced since the dark days of 1875. Freedom 
from all the retrogressive elements in the 
present form of legislative control of the build- 
ing industry vested in the administrative ser- 
vices of our local authorities—1,500 of them— 
must be one of the goals of the building 
reformer for many years tocome. This reform 
in the field of local vested control is in the 
direct. interest of local government reform. 
Local government reform, which is obviously 
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one of the most crying needs of our time, is 
very largely wrapped up in the control in 
one form or another of the building industry. 
Remove that form of control to some more 
rationalised central authority charged with 
the duty of exercising only the minimum of 
control over the industry, and approximately 
50 per cent. of the extraneous work now per- 
formed by local authorities will become 
redundant, while at the same time it would 
have the effect of increasing in a very large 
measure the standard of efficiency of local 
government throughout the country. The 
foundation of this great national reform has 
unquestionably been laid in 1937, and the 
present efforts of the Ministry of Health in 
concentrating on keeping the Building By- 
laws in consonance with the building tech- 
nique—aided as-the Ministry undoubtedly has 
been by the establishment of the authority of 
the Building Research Station—should be 
supported by all those who have the best 
interests of the industry at heart. The part- 
ners in this movement are well defined. 
While the tripartite energy of the Ministry 
of Health, the Building Research Station and 
the organised sections of the industry con- 
tinue, as they have done in the past year, to 
act together in this matter in their respective 
spheres, the economic development of the 
industry will progress and reach a stage when 
it will become by far the predominant 
industry in the country and at the same time 
the spear-head of every national social 
advancement. 

Development in the Civil Engineering sec- 
tion has, om the whole, been twofold— 
namely, towards the diminution of the some- 
what ephemeral demarcation between what 
has hitherto been termed civil engineering 
work and that which has been regarded as 
building work proper. This greater recogni- 
tion of the common product of the building 
industry—namely, building structures of all 
kinds—is all to the good, and there is no real 
economic or technical justification for this 
hitherto rather broad but ill-defined differen- 
tiation. The tendency now is for those prac- 
titioners, who, a few years ago, confined them- 
selves to a certain class of heavy structure 
serving mainly public services, to come .in- 
creasingly into the sphere of larger building 
proper, and for those who have, up to now, 
concentrated upon large domestic or commer- 
cial building, to enter the field of public 
service and utility works, thus engendering 
a fresh and very welcome fusion of these 
hitherto separately operating sections of the 
industry. 

The second development under this head 
has been the degree of growth in the size of 
contracts of a joint nature, both for public 
service works and for buildings. As this 
fusion of undertakings increases, the ten- 
dency will be for larger contracts to be let 
as single units, creating a degree of responsi- 
bility among the practitioners in the industry 
much beyond that which -has previously 
existed—a development which must be wel- 
comed by those who desire to see the industry 
comprised of larger, more responsible and 
more efficient trading units. 

There is just one further aspect of this 
matter which might be touched upon, 
namely, that of the increased recognition 
during the year of the importance of the 
economic development of the industry. While 
space prohibits very much being said under 
this heading, it can none the less be assumed 
that increased recognition by the public of the 
extremely important economic functions per- 
formed and stimulated by the activity of the 
building industry has been achieved. The 
principle underlying the regulation of demand 
to the capacity of the industry for the pur- 
pose of keeping its activity at an even tenor 
and upon a comparatively even keel from the 
point of view of employment, has obviously 
sunk a little more deeply into the official 
mind, and the time is, perhaps, not far distant 
when we shall see future Governments using 
the building industry as the right and proper 
constitutional means of maintaining employ- 
ment—and consequently the national standard 


‘of life—at ever-ascending levels.

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4:1:38. Prelude to a visit to the 17th 
Century Art Exhibition was a lunch with 
CuaRtes KearteEy and Micuazt Ross, 
who is a painter-cum-fabrics consultant. 
The designs I am working on for the 
former are advanced, and the client is 
attempting to find what the newest 
methods of building obtain and how they 
may be applied. The fact that he is a 
contractor adds point to his interest and 
& certain practical criticism to any ex- 
pert’s remarks. The talk then turned on 
how Ross was to achieve the hanging of 
the fabrics in a more gatisfactory way 
than in the orthodox method of runners 
and pelmets. I have plumped for ‘a 
tubular rail hung from the ceiling, inside 
which the rollers progress and which is 
allowed to stand without the pelmet. 
Ross tells me that curtains bunched up 
expose the linings immediately below the 
rails, and look shabby. 

I would like to know a solution. In 
fact, I would like to see a competition 
Sponsored by a firm who would later be 
Prepared to produce the best designed 


curtain rails, door handles, domestic 
windows, head-pieces to carry fabrics, 
muslin and Venetian blinds or outside 
blinds. 

A further ideal competition would be a 
unit system for all forms of machine 
goods. OLIVER BERNARD, I know, has 
thought a great deal about it; and regards 
7 in. as the ideal unit measurement for 
windows, bricks, tiles, and all equipment.

Burlington House, the curtain-rail 
having been left in abeyance, was 
crowded; and beautifully arranged with 
17th-century art exhibits. Not having 
read reviews of the Exhibition, the only 
way I could approach it was by way of 
thinking in the terms of that century. 
What was happening and who was in 
evidence? 

Well, the Fire of London was the first 
gauge—1666. Midway through the century 
and afterwards, Sir Christopher Wren was 
in evidence, so the late works were of 
the Renaissance in its most vigorous form. 
Such reasoning suggested that the early 
part of the century may conceivably show 
strong signs of the dying Gothic, and the 
vigour of such pioneer English Renais- 
sance designers as Inigo Jones. A rich 
century, in short, and a transitionary 
one. ae Nae ie 
The rule was rough, but it gave me the 
clue to the exhibits—most of which are 
paintings—and the early and late work is 
almost violently defined by this funda- 
mental change of period. 

There are Renaissance busts of Charles I 
and very medieval-looking affairs of 
cardinals. Tight conventionalised por- 
traits of the early 17th century, and simple 
formalised portraits of the near 18th 
century. The national characteristics of 
the various rooms are clearly defined by 
the character of the works; and the Dutch 
and Spanish rooms are outstandingly 
good. 





Standing high above all the works are 
the paintings of Rembrandt, Velasquez 
and El Greco. All different, but in the 
realm of the spirit denied to all artists 
but the very few. Rembrandt’s early 
paintings are very precise, technically 
brilliant. His late works have that 
glorious freedom and tremendous spirit 
which reach a superb height in his self 
portraits and the portrait of Admiral 
Tromp, Watch that painting and there is 
a quality which you will rarely see again 
in this world. Velasquez, of course, has a 
similar quality, but El] Greco appears to 
reach a higher state of spiritual freedom, 
and hag a greater fantasy of mind. His 
colour is vivid, his conception beyond 
reality, and his technique amazingly 
direct. 

To watch these paintings closely is to 
realise that the Renaissance painters were 
more direct than I, at any rate, had 
assumed to be the case. As direct, that 
is, as any contemporary painter. 

* * * 


5:1:38. On reflection, there was little 
of real architectural interest in this ex- 
hibition. An occasional] theatre design by 
Inigo Jones, and a few designs for ceil- 
ings. But I feel the architectural room of 
Burlington House might very profitably 
have served to give the architectural 
background of the objects which, after all, 
were dominated entirely by their archi- 
tectural setting. 

Another reflection was on the different 
attitudes of Ross, Kearley and myself. 
Ross drew the parallel of the direct paint- 
ing of the 17th and 20th centuries. 
Kearley saw in the rich colours the possi- 
bilities which had been lost in contem- 
porary interiors, and I saw the transition 
of Gothic into Renaissance, plus the 
architectural background of the paintings.

6: 1:38. A visit to the Building Centre 
in Bond Street. Some day, I hope, they 
will remove that automatic counting 
machine which clicks every time one 
enters and leaves the building. For some 
curious reason I hate it. The reason for 
the visit (apart from seeing new floor 
finishes and a méthod of preventing down 
draughts on the fireplaces of the top floor 
of a block of flats) was the Exhibition of 
Interior Design, organised by the Central 
School of Arts and Crafts. 

The subject is Interior Decoration; and 
the exhibits consist of designs, working 
drawings of designs, photographs of 
executed work, and actual executed ob- 
jects. The lay-out is attractive, but the 
approach to design is quite the opposite 
to what I myself should have indulged in.

Criticism is a comparatively easy 
matter; but I do feel that the instruction 
of the young during this transitionary 
period must develop a wholly new tech- 
nique; a strong sense of analysis, 
plus a knowledge of reality (not as the 
layman understands reality, but rather as 
the artist sees it) should form a nucleus 
of any training; and in this respect I do 
believe the future architects who have 
sprung from the Architectural Associa- 
tion, for instance, will make this form of 
training felt in their works. The forth- 
coming exhibition of the Mars Group will, 
I am sure—though I have no concrete 
reason for so saying—epitomise the kind 
of analysis I have in mind. This exhibi- 
bition is to be opened on January 11; and 
actually will be open at the time this diary 


appears in print.

Council Offices, Wood Green.

Following are points from the conditions : 

The existing buildings at present occupied 
by the Council and the Courts will, with the 
adjoining sheds, yard, etc., be demolished ; 


the cost of such demolition will be additional’ 


to the cost of the building, and is not to be 
included in the estimate of cost. The Coun- 
cil desire that the principal front of the 
council offices and the main entrance thereto 
shall face towards the High-road. Secondary 
entrances, as necessary,.may be arranged with 
access from Earlham-grove. Only the. area 
shown stippled on the site plan may be occu- 
pied by the new buildings. The final lay-out, 
having due regard to the surrounding gardens 
and bowling green, should be shown on the 
block plan. The buildings should not exceed 
three storeys in height (excluding basement). 
The planning should be appropriate, simple 
and efficient, on modern office lines. A tower 
is not required. A passenger lift, suitably 
placed, is to be provided in the council 
offices, if these are planned to be on more 
than one floor above the ground floor. Deep 
and narrow Offices should be avoided; nor 
should they be 7 euegs only from small areas. 
The height of offices should be not less than 
11 ft. floor to floor. Office corridors should 
be not less than 6ft. in width. Entrances 
should be as few as possible in number, and 
those used by the public should be easy of 
access for pedestrians and vehicles. The ex- 
ternal materials are to be brick. Natural 


- stone dressings may be used sparingly. Pro-

H. V. Lanchester and Mr. T. A. Lodge, 
FF.R.I.B.A., of 19, Bedford-square, Lon- 
don, W.C.1, have been appointed assessors, 
and Mr. George Arthur Codd has been 
appointed by the Grosvenor Estate, with 
the approval of the promoters, to confer 
with the assessors in order that the de- 
sign selected may be agreed as acceptable 
to the estate. Premiums of £500, £300, and 
£200 will be awarded. Questions must be 
addressed by March 1 to the House 
Governor, St. George’s Hospital, S.W.1, 
from whom conditions, site plans, etc., 
may be obtained on deposit of £2 2s., and 
to whom designs must be sent by 
August 30. 

Following are points from the con- 
ditions :— 

The following requirements must be adhered 
to in the designs :—(a) The building lines as 
laid down on the site plan [reproduced] and 
also the areas sartoitied. to be covered and the 
heights and angles of light as indicated thereon 
{not reproduced]; (b) All fronts visible from 
the surrounding road shall be faced with Port- 
land stone; (c) Of the various entrances men- 
tioned in the schedule of accommodation, the 
following shall not lead directly into 
Grosvenor-crescent nor shall any open into 
Grosvenor-crescent Mews: Entrance and exit 
for casualties except by an enclosed and 
screened entry; entrance for out-patients, but 
an exit is permissible; entrance and exit to 
V.D. department; and entrance and exit to 
mortuary. 

(d) As much space as is practicable should 
be reserved for parking cars. In the com- 
pleted design the entrance to the mortuary 
must be so placed that hearses cannot enter 
nor leave via Grosvenor-crescent nor 
Grosvenor-crescent Mews. 

As regards the general character of the 
design, it is of primary importance that this 
should take the form most appropriate to the 
requirements of a hospital. Subject to these 
requirements being fulfilled, it is thought 
desirable that the architectural treatment 
should be such as will be in harmony with 
the surroundings, in view of the fact that the 
design must be approved by the Office of 
Works, by reason of its proximity to Buck- 
ingham Palace, and by the Grosvenor Estate 
on behalf of their property to the South and 
West. The treatment need not be emphati- 
cally stylistic, but should be dignified in its 
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eneral masses and well proportioned in its 

etail. 

The Departments are given separately in 
schedules, but it should be noted that there 
are specific relationships between them, and 
these demand consideration in the planning. 
Moreover, the general arrangements have to 
be studied in conjunction with the areas of 
the site that can be successively cleared for 
building operations. It is thought that 
probably an initial clearance of a portion of 
the site facing Knightsbridge will present 
fewest difficulties. As the present entrance 
from Grosvenor-crescent Mews is only ‘on 
sufferance,’’ no permanent entrance should be 
placed here. 

In view of the fact that the rebuilding must 
necessarily be carried out in instalments so 
as to maintain those functional requirements 
of the hospital hereinafter mentioned, pending 
their replacement in the new scheme, com- 
petitors are advised to give the most careful 
study to the plans {supplied with the con- 
ditions] and to indicate their proposals as to 
the stages by which the new buildings can be 
erected to comply with these requirements. 
It is most desirable to retain during building 
operations a working hospital for at least 150 
beds, together with accommodation for the 
appropriate ancillary. services, including 
maternity and labour departments, operating 
theatres, and X-ray department; also out- 
patients’ and casualty departments, dispen- 
sary, mortuary and post-mortem room, with 
proportionate accommodation for staff, nurses 
and maids. It is desired that the Medical 
School, even if the accommodation were some- 
‘what curtailed, should not be closed at any time.

Architecture and the Theatre. 

Srr,—In your last issue, ‘‘ Murus,” in 
his Diary of an Architect, was kind 
enough to refer to my work as designer 
at the Westminster Theatre. Without 
wishing to appear ungrateful, I should 
like to point out what seemed to me to 
be a confusion of ideas in his paragraph. 
Concerning my designs for Eugene 
O’Neill’s ‘“‘ Mourning Becomes Electra,’ 
**Murus ” suggests that although they 
might provoke criticism as architecture, 
a great deal might be said for them as 
“pure” theatre. Surely this is a con- 
fusion of ideas, since they were obviously 
never intended to be regarded as archi- 
tecture, but only as forms serving the 
dramatic intention of a particular play, 
designed with all kinds of special limita- 
tions arising from the conditions of pro- 
duction in a certain theatre, etc. 


The province of ‘“‘ pure ” architecture 
is not the province of the _ theatre 
designer, although architectural know- 
ledge is essential. If this is true, then it 
is also true that an architect should not 
venture into the field of theatre design 
without studying the nature of the 
mechanics and requirements of the 
stage, and the peculiar and complex 
relationship between the dramatic idea, 


the action, and the formal environment 


he must create. Such knowledge can 


- only be acquired and used with any 


significance by long association and 
familiarity with. the backstage activities 
of the theatre. 

I am glad, however, that “ Murus ” is 
aware of potentialities beyond the all-too- 
common forms employed, and that he 
sees these potentialities in the work I am 
trying to do. I agree, also, that the work 
of many theatre designers would be more 
convincing if they possessed a more 
profound knowledge of architecture in 
addition to the many other subjects 
necessary to the authentic practice of 
their profession.

The Architects Registration Bill, 


Srr,—From a perusal of articles and 
letters published recently in the technical 
Press, a reader might be led to.assume 
that the I.A.A.8. is opposed to Registra- 
tion per se, whereas nothing is further 
from the truth, as its work, and the work 
of its representatives on the Registration 
Council and the various committees, in- 
cluding the Statutory Admission Com- 
mittee of that body, clearly proves. 


In its communications to Members of 
Parliament and the general Press, the 
I.A.A.8, has made it clear that it supports 
the principle of Registration, but that it 
opposes not that principle but the Bill 
“in its present form.” 

For the past six years, i.e., since the 
establishment of the Registration Council, 
the I.A.A.S, representatives have contri- 
buted their share to the administration 
of the 1931 Act; they have been regular 
attendants at all the meetings of com- 
mittees on which they have served. 
Without egoism, I can personally claim 
that I have attended more meetings and 
devoted more time to the legitimate busi- 
ness of Registration than any other 
member of the Council. 


The I.A.A.S. was the first body to press 
for an amendment of the 1931 Act; it was 
the instigator of the proposal to admit 
the Press to meetings of the Registration 
Council; and it put forward the proposal 
(defeated in Council largely by the vote 
of R.1.B.A. representatives) that negotia- 
tions should be put in train, and every 
effort made, to make it compulsory for all 
plans of new buildings deposited for 
approval with local authorities to be pre- 
pared by Registered Architects. 


In the early days of Registration the 
I.A.A.S. lent money to the Registration 
Council, ‘and also lent its Council 
Chamber for the holding of committee 
meetings. 

I can bear witness to the earnest efforts 
of my Council to negotiate with the pro- 
moters in order that an Amending Bill 
might be brought before Parliament 
backed by complete unity in the archi- 
tectural profession. All which the I.A.A.8. 
seeks is a really effective measure which 
will be of real value to the architectural 
profession as a whole, and equitable and 
just to all bodies genuinely concerned in 
the welfare of that profession. 

Members of Parliament and architects 
have been grossly misled in regard to the 
purpose of the new Bill. They have been 
told that the passing of the Bill will pre- 
vent any but a qualified person from 
using the title ‘“‘ Architect.”” The truth is 
that, although the Measure would pre- 
vent, say, a borough engineer from using 
the title ‘“‘ Architect” if he were not a 
registered person, it would permit anyone 
to set up in practice as an architect and 
use the title “‘ architect’ (although ‘he 
might not have the remotest right to it) 
by the simple subterfuge of employing an 
assistant who had obtained registration. 


Furthermore, a registered architect 
struck off the Register for “‘ disgraceful 
conduct” could snap his fingers at the 
Registration Council and could continue 
to practise by a like subterfuge. 

Let enthusiasts of the new Bill read 
Section 17 of the 1931 Act, which it is not 
proposed to repeal, in proof of my 
conténtion.

PERSPECTIVE OF SCHEME. 


BERKELEY SQUARE HOUSE 


SOME DETAILS OF PROGRESS ON A 
LARGE LONDON SITE. 

FounDATION work is now complete on 
Berkeley-square House. Occupying the 
east side of Berkeley-square from Bruton- 
street to. Hay-hill, and having a long 
return frontage to Bruton-street, this will 
be ome of the largest office buildings in 
the West. End of London. The site area 
is 80,500 sq. ft., of which 15,000 sq. ft. has 
been added to the main site by the diver- 
sion of South Bruton-mews. 


The building will consist of 11 floors; 
with farther*floors in the tower, which 
rises to a height of 145 ft. from the pave- 
ment. The whole of the structural work, 
including he retaining walls; floors, stair- 
cases and lift shafts, willbe of reinforced 
concrete, and will be faced externally 
with natural Portland stone up to the 
first floor, and above with special facing 
bricks..—-A basement will extend under 
the entire building, and this will be pro- 
vided ‘with a double floor, in which will 
be housed all pipe services, drainage, air 
conditioning and _ ventilating ducts. 
Below the basement a smaller sub-base- 
ment will be constructed to accommodate 
the heating, electrical and other plant. 
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The architects are Messrs. Gordon 
Jeeves and Hector O. Hamilton. Messrs. 
J. Stinton Jones and Partners are con- 
sulting engineers for the mechanical ser- 
vices, Mr. W. L. Scott, M.Inst.C.E., for 
structure, and Sir ‘Robert McAlpine and 
Sons (London), Ltd., are the contractors. 


The Structural Work. 


The whole of the structural work in this 
building is of reinforced concrete. The 
principal foundations comprise mass con- 
crete piers carried down to the London 
blue clay and imposing a maximum pres- 
sure on the latter of 3} tons per sq. ft. 
Under the basement floor, extending over 
the entire site area, is a space 3 ft. deep, 
in which will be accommodated all ducts, 
pipe and other mechanical services. Also 
in this space and under each of the 
columns is a reinforced concrete column 
base, which in turn rests upon the mass 
concrete piers referred to above. Form- 
ing the tloor of the 3 ft. space is a rein- 
forced concrete raft slab, ‘which is 
designed to carry all incidental loading 
from the basement, etc., and capable of 
withstanding the maximum possible up- 
ward pressure from water. 

The entire work below ground-level is

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tanked with asphalt. This is laid horizon- 
tally upon a mass concrete sereed under 
the raft slab, and vertically upon the 
external faces of the basement retaining 
walls. The columns are square in section, 
and above the first floor level are 18 in. by 
18 in. for their full height. The suspended 
floors are generally 8 in. thick, of the 
hollow tile type. Beams spanning be- 
tween columns at 20 ft. centres are 18 in, 
wide by 18 in. deep overall. 

The tower construction, comprising lift 
and staircase walls, is designed as a mono- 
lithic unit and is carried by a solid raft 
slab 45° in. thick, founded upon the 
London blue clay at sub-basement level. 
Preparations for this. foundation can be 
seen- in the foreground of the lower 
illustration. The quality of the con- 
crete being used- for the majority of 
the work is 1: 1.8:3.6 mix, being ‘cement, 
sand and coarse aggregate respectively by 
volume. In the lower columns a richer 
mix of 1:1:2 is used. 

The lower illustration shows the ground 
floor under construction, and elsewhere 
foundation work in progress. The two 
mono-towers have been ‘installed in 
positions that will enable them to com- 
mand the whole area of building opera- 
tions during the entire period of - 
construction. 
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ECONOMIC PLANNING OF PUBLIC 
GARAGES 


By SIR E. OWEN WILLIAMS, K.B.E. 


Tur primary factor in the design of a 
garage is the “dimension” of the 
vehicle it houses. The ‘ dimension ”’ 
includes length, breadth, height and 
turning circle. Whereas in domestic 
buildings the human being determines 
the unit of dimensions, in garages the 
car is the determining factor. This may 
appear to be so obvious as hardly to need 
stating, were it not nearly always ignored 
in the choice of a site. With a unit of 
dimension so great as a car length or 
turning circle, suitable dimensions of 
sites are not as flexible as for domestic 
buildings. For human beings almost any 
site can be adapted, but for garages, 
unless the site dimensions are in definite 
relationship to car dimensions, sites are 

valueless or, at the best, inefficient. In 
general, site widths of 36 to 38 ft. Type 1, 
§2 to 54 ft. Type 2, 104 to 108 ft. Type 3, 
may be regarded as suitable for efficient 
garages, with an advantage in favour of 
the greater width. For efficiency the 
length of garage should be as great as 
possible and lengths less than 150 ft. 
may be considered inefficient. 


fhe Unit Dimension of a Car. 
Consideration will be restricted to the 


private car. For larger vehicles it is 
merely a matter of increasing the 
dimensions. 


Whilst the limiting turning circle of a 
car is uch less, a working turning circle 
of 60 ft. should be allowed. A car width 
of 6 ft. giving, with 1 ft. clearance, a car 
spacing of 7 ft. deals with the average. 


A car length of 15 ft., plus 1 ft. clearance, 
should be allowed. Modern cars require 
not more than 8 ft. headway. 


Effect of Car Dimensions. 


Generally, it is advisable to avoid all 
columns in the garage area. If, for 
special reasons, columns are necessary 
so that cars have to be parked between 
columns, then, for efficient - parking, 
columns should be spaced to park exact 
multiples of car widths between them, 
giving column centres of 10-17-24-31-38-45 


ft, and so on, assuming column thick-: 


ness of about 2 ft. Efficiency increases 
with increased column centres, but with 
increased constructional costs and 
inereased floor thickness, and in general 
the 24-ft. centres should be adopted. 
Cars are generally parked at right 
angles to a driveway, and the maneuvring 


into position needs a. driveway width cf’ 


about 20 ft. For exceptional parking the 
driveway may he used, and to get three 
lines of cars into it requires a width 
between lines of cars of 22 ft. For a 
garage with one line of cars anda 
driveway the required width of garage 
is therefore 16 ft., plus 22 ft., equals 
38 ft. ‘For two lines, 
side of the driveway, the width should be 
twice 16 ft., plus 22 ft., equals 54 ft. width 
of garage. For ramp garages a turning 
circle of 60 ft. is desirable, and introduces 
a factor requiring a garage to be at least 
60 ft. in width, as shown in Fig.2. . 

The “‘ stepped” type garage (Fig. 3) is 
ideal, as it is a combination of all dimen- 
sions of a car.

: The distance A’ to B equals: two road 
widths, and two.car lengths equals 76 ft., 
which. gives an excellent turning circle. 

The headway of a car is 8 ft. Con- 
structional thickness in a span of 54 ft. 
without columns can be 1-ft; 6 in.—.e., 
floor to floor, 9 ft..6 in. Y is half-floor 
height—i.e., 4 ft. 9 in. above X: The 
length C to D, two car lengths = 32 ft., 
gives a gradient of about 1 in 7, which is 
reasonable. . The coincidence of these 
dimensions is the basis:of the effective- 
ness ofthe stepped ramp garage. 


Ramp versus Lift. 

The capacity of a lift can hardly be 
better than one car per minute, whereas 
a ramp can deal easily with 10 cars per 
minute. The cost of a lift with shaft, 
motor-house and value, of ground 
oceupied for a, five-story garage would 
be £3,500. -The cost of a ramp—.e., con- 
structional cost’ of floor ‘occupied, plus 
cost of land—would also be £3,500. The 
lift requires maintenance and attendance 
—it hardly allows the car-owner to park 
his own car, which he prefers. On all 
grounds the ramp is superior, and the 
lift has no place in a garage except for 
taking breakdowns to upper-floor work- 
shops or on difficult sites, not allowing 
the dimensions of the ramp, and would 
probably be better rejected for garages.

The most efficient multi-story garage 
competes at two or more stories, the 
lesser efficient type at three or more 
stories. 

The cost of a garage must be related 
to earning capacity, which varies from 
the small charge of a wayside country 
station up to a city garage. 

At a country station a charge of 4d. per 
day is not unusual, and might justify a 
capital expenditure of £50 per car—.e., 
just a shed without heating or attendance 
and on land of little value. 

In a city the returns for a garage or 
car park would not justify a capital cost 
per car in excess of £180, assuming 10 per 
cent. interest and sinking fund. 

If land costs £30,000 per acre, an 


efficient, well-patronised multi-story 
~ garage of three or more stories might 


just make a return. With land at £40,000 
per acre, the multi-story garage would 
have to be four.or more stories, and if 
not wery efficient, would have to be more 
than five. As city sites giving maximum 
efficiency are rare, it is seen how difficult 
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it is to provide car parking with a reason- 
able return. If, however, another and 
more remunerative use can bé made of 
the ground floor, to which can be allocated 
the greater part of land charges as would 
not be unreasonable, then the problem is 
eased. 

It would appear in general that :— 

(a) With land at less than £20,000 per 
acre multi-story garages are uneconomic. 

(6) With land over £20,000 per acre 
multi-story garages with the ground floor 
otherwise and better utilised are the only 
economic solution. 


Underground Car Parks. 


Much has been claimed for utilising 
the ‘“‘ squares” for underground car 
parks. The cost of construction is heavy, 
involving excavation drainage, heavy 
construction, and permanent 
artificial light. The cost of construction 
cannot be less than £200 per car, and 
even if land charges can be taken at zero 
(which is hardly reasonable), the under- 
ground car park still does not compete 
with the cost of multi-story garages, unless 
the latter have ground charges in excess 
of £100,000 per acre. 


THE POWERS OF THE 
QUANTITY SURVEYOR—| 


By W. T. CRESWELL, K.C., Hon.A.R.1.B.A., 
A.S.1., etc., assisted by NORMAN P. GREIG, 
B.A., Barrister-at-Law. 


A ‘QUANTITY surveyor is one whose profes- 
sion or business primarily is that of preparing 
bills of quantities in respect to building and 
engineering enterprises. 

The Chartered Surveyors’ Institution, in 
its historical note of the Surveyor’s profes- 
sion, says : ‘‘ The same era (that is the nine- 
teenth century) saw the birth of. quantity 
surveying as a separate and recognised pro- 
fession. Contractors invited to tender for 
building works- needed, for the purpose of 
afriving at their estimates, detailed informa- 
tion as to the amounts of labour and mate- 
rials required. That information was, and is 
still, obtained by measuring the work as 
shown on the architect’s drawings or de- 
scribed in his specifications, and by embody- 


- ing the result in what came to be known 


as a ‘bill of quantities.’ The quantity sur- 
veyor, in addition to preparing the bill of 
quantities, was soon called upon to exercise 
various responsible functions of a quasi- 
judicial nature in connection with the admin- 
istration of a building contract, and he now 
enjoys a recognised standing among the pro- 
fessions.’” And in defining the surveying 
profession the Institution further says that 
the practice of the modern surveyor is 
divided roughly into five branches, one of 
which is given as quantity surveying, and 
the profession of quantity surveying is 
defined as the science of measuring and esti- 
mating artificers’ work. 

The Court has defined, in respect to a 


building contract, that a quantity surveyor is - 


a person ‘‘ whose business consists in taking 
out in detail the measurements and quanti- 
ties, from plans prepared by an architect, for 
the purpose of enabling the builders to calcu- 
late the amounts for which they would 
execute the plans.” (See Taylor v. Hall 
(1870), I.R. 4 C.L. 467.) It follows that the 
above definition applies when quantity sur- 
veyors are employed in preparing bills - of 
quantities for engineerirfg contracts, and for 
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engineering contractors to tender upon the 
plans being prepared by an engineer, 

In general, when a quantity surveyor is 
employed by the architect or engineer acting 
within the scope of his authority as agent of 
the employer, the relationship of employer 
and employed is set up between the employer 
and the quantity surveyor. Such relationship, 
of course, may be expressly created in 
writing, or implied by words, or by conduct, 
or necessity, or even by custom. More often 
than not, it is created by words or conduct 
alone, without anything being put in writing, 
Where there is no express authority for an 
architect (or engineer) to employ a quantity 
surveyor, an authority may be implied in a 
case where an authorisation to obtain tenders 
would be impracticable without bills of quan- 
tities—but more will be said upon this point 
in a later article. 

It is often found convenient for an em--' 
ployer (building owner) to appoint his own 
quantity surveyor. Where the employer, in 
such a case, is a local authority or a com- 
pany registered under the Companies Acts, 
it becomes necessary to consider the legal 
powers of -such corporations to make 
contracts. 


Contracts with Local Authorities. 

With regard to contracts by local authori- 
ties, the provisions of Section 174 of the 
Public Health Act, 1875, concerning contracts 
of urban authorities (which, when over £50, 
had to be in writing and sealed with the 
common seal of the authority) were repealed 
by the Local Government Act of 1933. The 
position now is that contracts made by all 
local authorities must be made in accordance 
with the standing orders of the authority, 
and unless restricted by standing orders, com- 
mittees have power to enter into contracts. 
In March, 1934, the Minister of Health sent 
out draft standing orders’ for the assistance 
of local authorities, accompanied by a circular 
letter. It was, however, pointed out that the 
practice of local authorities must vary to 
some extent, and hence, where strict compli- 
ance to a rigid standing order is not possible, 
exceptions should be provided for in the 
standing orders themselves. 


Contracts with Companies. 

With regard to contracts with companies 
registered under the Companies Acts: Here, 
in the case of limited companies, the follow- 
ing provisions of the 1929 Act should be 
noted : (a) Any contract which, if made be- 
tween private persons would, by law, have to 
be in writing, and if by English law would 
require to be under seal, may be made on 
behalf of the company in writing under the 
company’s seal; (b) a contract which if made 
between private persons should be in writing, 
signed by the parties, can be made on behalf 
of the company in writing signed by a per- 
son possessing the company’s authority; and, 
(c) parol contracts (i.e., in words) valid be-- 
tween private persons can be made on behalf 
of the company by any person acting under 
its authority. In the case of a contract under 
seal, it is the business of the person contract- 
ing with the company to see that the seal is 
there; the actual affixing is no concern of his. 


Bills of Quantities. 

A bill of quantities is a list or estimate 
in detail of the quantities of work and labour 
to be done and the materials to be employed 
in carrying out the prospective building or 
engineering enterprise. These bills often 
comprise several bills given under the various 
trades. Every item which is likely to affect 
the cost of the work must be included there- 
in. The bills are usually sent out to those 
estimating on ruled paper, the columns of 
which are made use of as follows :—

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MODERN BUILDING PRACTICE 


|. THE ARCHITECT’S PART 
By T. P. BENNETT, F.R.I.B.A. 


The design of the multi-storey building has to-day arrived at a stage where the clients’ 


desires can no longer be executed satisfactoril 


y and expeditiously by collaboration merely 


between architect and builder. This must not be taken as meaning that the architect 
is less competent than in the past to design, plan and supervise erection. On the contrary, 
he is better equipped scientifically to fulfil these functions than at any previous period. 
At the same time, he would be the first to admit that science has entered so largely into 
building to-day as to demand the services of a group of consultants who shall be specialists 
in their particular branches and who shall make their several contributions to the building 
under the general correlating control of thearchitect. Those specialists include the structural 
engineer (either for steelwork or reinforced concrete) ; the consultant for mechanical 
services ; the builder ; and the quantity surveyor. To ensure satisfactory results, it 
is highly important that collaboration between these specialists and the architect should 
be held while the job is still at the “* paper ’’ stage. So much should be obvious, yet it is 
clear that the building trade has not yet accepted this desideratum as being axiomatic. 
For that reason we have invited a group of experts in their several professions and trades 
to describe, for the benefit of our readers, the part those professions and trades play in 


modern building construction. 


The first section, ‘‘ The Architect’s Part,’shas been written 


by Mr. T. P. Bennett, F.R.I.B.A., and commences below. Other sections will follow in 


due course. —EDITOR. 


THE organisation of a building by an 
architect starts at a very early stage, since in 
essence it consists mainly of the issue of 
accurate and complete information at the 
right time. While, however, the essence of 
organisation can be simply stated, in prac- 
tice, and particularly in large buildings, it is 
extremely difficult to secure. 

It sounds so elementary to say that the site 
must be accurately envisaged and the levels 
ascertained that such comment or instruction 
seems superfluous, yet this is the commence- 
ment of organisation. Sites are frequently 
wrongly surveyed, levels roughly assumed 
and adjoining party walls or other matters 
left to chance. Later, disorganisation often 
shows the consequences which can attend 
such procedure. cit 

Absence of knowledge of foundations simi- 
larly leads to delay almost as soon as the 
building starts, and, as the cost of trial holes 
is not in any case great, such cost is always 
justified. 
1.—The first rule, therefore, can be sum- 

marised in the phrase, ‘‘ Accurate site 
knowledge.” 

The construction method to be used must 
then be fully comprehended in all its ramifi- 
cations, and must. be accurately plotted upon 
the set of drawings which are called ‘‘ work- 
ing drawings.’’ Many so-called ‘* working 
drawings’ accord exactly to their descrip- 
tion except that they fail to work. 

The discrepancy between drawings and 
exact constructional fact, if discovered only 
after the foundations are in and the work 
preceeding, must obviously cause great ‘delay 
and appreciable loss to the builder. 
2.—The second rule, therefore, is ‘‘ Accurate 

knowledge of constructional methods.”’ 

Before the working drawings can be pre- 
pared with this degree of accuracy, the whole 
of the work to be executed by sub-contractors 
must be completely known as to extent and 
detail, and to secure this result tenders must 
be obtained at an early date. The basis of 
these tenders is the clients’ view, experience 
or preference. 


3.—The third rule, therefore, is ‘‘ Accurate 
knowledge of clients’ views, preferences 
or instructions.”’ 

The checking of sub-contractors’ tenders 
is not a duty to be performed in a perfunc- 
tory manner. Often such tenders show sub- 
stantial departure from a carefully written 
Specification. If detailed schedules or quan- 
tities are not issued, almost all the amounts 
of materials will vary, whether it is a matter 
of counting staircases or windows. ‘The in- 
dicated quality of material will often be as 
diverse as the quantity. 

Finish, discount, time of delivery, com- 
pleteness, possibility of extras as disclosed 
by the wording, and particularly omissions, 
are all matters which the architect must know 
before his working drawings are complete 
and his building commenced, since subsequent 
discovery of inaccuracies will cause delay, 
alteration and disagreement. 


4.—The fourth rule, therefore, is ‘‘ Accurate 
knowledge of sub-contractors’ tenders.’’ 


The marshalled facts of the works and all 
their ramifications, carefully annotated upon 
one set of drawings, is the only kind of set 
of drawings which should be called ‘‘ working 
drawings.’’ This list must include steel or 
reinforced concrete. 


Drains, water-heating and hot water, gas, 
electric light and decoration: In large and 
complicated buildings it may bbe almost, if not 
quite, impossible to draw all these items upon 
one set of drawings, even if some of the ser- 
vices are drawn on the back, and in such 
cases some services must be segregated and 
allotted separate drawings. Yet each time a 
service is on another sheet there is a pos- 
sible error. Steel may be shown where pipes 
must come, radiators may be in front of 
french windows. Switches may be the wrong 
side of doors, and any such risk must, there- 
fore, have its safeguard. The early date at 
which this information is necessary is not 
always realised, and subsequent alterations 
are often far too numerous. 


5.—The fifth rule, therefore, is ‘‘ Accurate 
plotting of information upon the working 
drawings.”’ 

A special word is needed about decoration, 
since so ras of the essentials of decoration 
are structural. Electric points to be accurate 
must go in with the floors. Spacing of 
windows, size and position of beams, spacing 
of architraves and cornices, and many other 
matters are almost unalterably settled by the 
carcase. If decoration drawings are late, 
makeshifts will be emp!oyed or unjustified 
expenditure incurred. ; 


6.—The sixth rule, therefore, is ‘‘ Accurate 
visualisation of decoration.” 

The most careful and complete building 
can hardly hope to succeed without varia- 
tions, and some sound and comprehensive 
system is therefore necessary as the basis 
of the issue of instructions for such items. 
Clients are apt to alter their views and re- 


quirements, architects have bright ideas, 
beams are larger than anticipation has 
indicated. Local authorities and building 


surveyors make demands which all cause 

variations in the work, and everybody con- 

cerned must have an accurate report of these 

changes, if possible, at a stage when at least 

the approximate cost is known. 

7.—Thus the seventh rule is the establish- 
ment of ‘‘ An accurate system for record- 
ing variations.” 

The recording of cost is often. in itself a 
task of considerable magnitude and needs 
constant. care and attention. It is not always 
possible to know the cost of an altered item 
before it is authorised, although. this is 
undoubtedly the ideal.at which the architect 
should aim. It should, however, be a duty 
of the architect to know and report to client, 
builder and sub-contractor the joint view of 
all concerned of the, probable expenditure 
involved ; such work cannot be left to the 


quantity surveyor alone, since the ramifica- 
tions of the alteration may be far-reaching, 
or the adjustment may be an alternative to 
allow for work improperly built, or material 
temporarily unobtainable. Often reports on 
cost affect the detail of the variation or cause 
a client or committee to forego a luxury, 
with resultant satisfaction when the final 
expenditure is found to agree closely with 
the budget. 
8.—Thus the eighth rule is the careful keep 
ing of ‘* An accurate system of recording 
cost.’” 

Contact with works in progress is the next 
requirement of the perfect architect. In large 
and complicated buildings day-to-day varia- 
tions must arise. The information required 
is too diverse, the mass of detail too great, 


for it always to be complete on the original , 


drawings issued. Requirements of local 
authorities are often late in arrtving, and site 
conditions during progress may demand ad- 
justment. For all these reasons contact with 
works is essential. But there is another and 
almost more valuable service which regular 
site visits and meetings render, and that is 
the co-ordination of the time factor. 

Late preparation of details, late deliveries, 
lack of a particular contractor or material— 
all these cause disorganisation and loss, and 
the architect who is in weekly or bi-weekly 
contact with his job can surmount many of 
these difficulties with immense advantage to 
the whole progress of the building. 
9.—Thus the ninth rule is ‘* Accurate control 

of works during progress.’’ 

Not the least important aspect of organi- 
sation is that of men. Men have feelings, 
they have tempers, they have views. An 
architect is the hub around which these per- 
sonalities revolve, and any deficiencies he 
may have are, therefore, magnified and 
elaborated if he fails to create and drive a 
sympathetic team. He must, himself, com- 
mand respect, and must have the power and 
ability to make men of diverse grades, both 
socially and mentally, work harmoniously 
together. 
10.—Thus the tenth and last rule, and perhaps 

the most important of all, is ‘‘ An accurate 
knowledge of men.”

CARDIFF CIVIC SOCIETY. 

THE possibility that Cardiff may lose 
the opportunity of preserving a “ green 
belt’? is mentioned by the chairman (Mr. 
J. F. Rees, M.A., M.Com.) in the fourth 
annual Report of the Cardiff Civic Society. 

The Report states that during the year 
the Executive Committee has covered a 
good deal of ground in its discussions, and 
among the topics considered probably the 
group of problems which turn on playing 
fields, recreation facilities, and the “‘ green 
belt ”’ have been the most prominent. 

The Report continues: ‘‘ The claims of 
the younger children in the built-up areas 
also deserve earnest attention. Some- 
thing could be doné for them, either by 
devoting certain side streets to the pur- 
pose, or by utilising unused (and at 
present unsightly) corners, here and 
there. Cardiff is much more fortunate 
than most cities in that access to the 
country and hills is comparatively easy; 
but no one who contemplates, on a map, 
the nature and direction of recent ‘build- 
ing can fail to feel alarmed about the 
future. We may lose the possibility of 
preserving a ‘green belt’ before we are 
aware of what is happening. Cathays 
Park is in danger of being described as a 
planned oasis in a desert of planlessness 
... At any rate, ordered development can 
only be guaranteed if the citizens main- 
tain eternal vigilance.” 

The Report also states that in the 
Cardiff Rural District the “ Panel 
Scheme ” for the control of elevations is 
working well, and it is hoped that a simi- 
lar scheme will be adopted in Cardiff 
without delay. 
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NOTES ON ESTIMATING FOR BUILDERS’ 
WORK—Il.

EXCAVATOR. 

Ir is not usual for small building works to 
entail a large amoun. of excavation. It will 
be unnecessary, therefore, to give as elaborate 
a description and analysis of this item as 
would be required if large works, involving 
the use of machinery, were contemplated, but 
it should be borne in mind that earth and 
general excavation stuff increases about 25 per 
cent, in bulk when it is dug, as loose earth 
occupies a larger space than the same quantity 
when tightly rammed. The average rubbish 
cart in London would hold about 28 cubic feet 
of loose rubbish, and it is possible by raising 
the sides of the cart with side slips, and fixing 
an additional backboard, to persuade the car- 
man to take over 1$ yards loose material, or 
the equivalent of 1 yard solid earth measured 
in the hole. Where sufficient quantity of 
excavated material has to be damaged, it 
will be cheaper to use lorries for transport. 
The probable cost of removal and disposal of 
rubbish would be about 2s. 6d. to 3s. 6d. per 
cubic yard (loose) by lorry, and 4s. to 5s. if 
removed by horse and cart. 

A simple analysis of the excavator’s item 
would be as follows :—

To each of the above items it would be 
necessary to add :— 
For supplying special plant, buckets, 

running planks, etc. .. say 5 per cent. 
For on-costs and establishment 

charges .. say 5 per cent. 
For profit ... ee ... Say 10 per cent. 

The amount to be added for profit is at the 
discretion of the estimator. 
- The cost for cartage and shoot must be 
ascertained from local carmen for each esti- 
mate. The price for labour stated is for work 
under the most favourable conditions, and on 
the supposition that the cart could be backed 
right up to the spot where excavation is pro- 
ceeding. Labour for clay or heavy ground 
would cost about 50 per cent. additional. Old 
foundations may be met with during excava- 
tion, and where it is stated that the cost of 
removing them (if any) is to be included in 
the estimate, some attempt must be made to 
deal with the question. It is worth from 5s. 
to 2s. per cubic yard for labour in excavating 
old foundations. Probably the materials 
arising from the removal of old foundations 
could be disposed of as hardcore and thus a 
saving be effected in the cost of carting and 
shooting rubbish. 

It is somewhat unlikely that the whole 
area of the site will be one mass of founda- 


tions requiring to be excavated, and one 
might reasonably infer that only a small 
portion of excavating will require the use 
cf hammer and wedge. If such were the 
case, probably 6d. or ls. per cubic yard over 
the whole excavation would be a sufficient 
sum to add for this contingency. If a fair 
quantity of concrete over surface of site has 
to be broken up, it may be cheaper to use 
a power drill for this work. If the concrete 


were 6 in. thick on earth, it would cost about , 


2s. per yard = to break up, includin 
use of power drill. The cost of the remova. 
of the broken concrete would, of course, be 
additional. If the concrete were 9 in. thick 
the cost would be about 2s. 3d. per yard 
super, with the other charges as above to be 
added. If the excavated material has to be 
basketed out to fill the cart, the additional 
cost would depend upon the distance to be 
covered, and for a short run the labour would 
cost about 100 per cent. additional to the 
figures stated for labour. Excavation to 
trenches would cost about 25 per cent. addi- 
tional to the figures stated for labour to 
general excavation. 


Planking and Strutting to Trenches per Foot 
Super. 

When trenches have been excavated it is 
necessary to support the sides by the usual 
method of planking and strutting, viz., by 
fixing the poling boards against the earth 
and keeping them in position with waling 
and struts. In some kinds of soil the sides 
of the trench would be sufficiently firm not to 
need planking, but as trenches are usually 
open for some period until the foundations 
have been approved, it is advisable to have 
them strutted so as to obviate any possibility 
of a slip in the ground through the vibration 


yof heavy traffic in the neighbourhood, or 


should any theavy rains occur. In the case 
of good solid ground the poling boards may 
be placed fairly widely apart, but where the 
soil is loose rubbish or sand, the poling 
boards must be placed more closely together. 
Where the excavation is in loose rubbish, it 
will be necessary to board the sides with 
long runners, driven down in advance of the 
general excavation to prevent the sides from 
slipping in. 

For a portion of trench, say, 3 ft. long, 
4 ft. deep and 3 ft. wide, which would be 
measured as 24 ft. super of planking and 
strutting, the probable materials required 
would be :—

Add on-costs and profit. 

If close boarding to trenches is essential, 
the small additional quantity of boarding 
must be added. 

The wood used for poling boards is usually 
imported in short lengths as “ firewood,” 
and at a lower price than ordinary common 
deals and battens. 

To quote the familiar Irishism: ‘‘ What 
is planking and strutting to trenches worth 
if it isn’t done?’’ If the planking and strut- 
ting are left out, it is worth just as much for 
risk of a slip to side of trench as if planking 
-_ strutting were performed.

— Super Planking and Strutting to Sides 
of Excavation or against Roadways. 
Each instance must be priced on its merits 
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and it would cost at least as much again 
as planking and strutting to trenches. In 
many cases heavy shoring will be required for 
strutting sides of excavation against road. 
ways. 

Hoisting. 

The simplest method of hoisting excavated 
materials is by basket, wheel and fall rope. 
For many jobs such a method would be un. 
suitable and too slow. 

It is often necessary to instal some kind of 
hoist:ng machinery to raise or lower excavated 
and other material. There are many types on 
the market which are suitable for many 
different kinds of building work. The type 
frequently used is the platform hoist, driven 
by petrol or by electricity. 

The cost of hiring such a machine, including 
cost of petrol or electricity, is about £3 per 
week for a 5-cwt. hoist and £3 10s. per 
week for a 10-cwt. hoist. The wages of a 
handy-man to operate it would, of course, be 
additional. 

The cost of hoisting material by this method 
would depend on the quantity of material to 
be hoisted, as unless the machine is con- 
tinuously employed it is apt to prove ex- 
pensive. 

In cases where it is essential to instal 
machinery to deal with the material to be 
used on the job, if the hoist can only be used 
occasionally, a special amount should be in- 
cluded in the estimate to cover this part of 
the work. 

In some cases the use of this machinery will 
effect a saving in the labour costs and there- 
fore the expense of the machine would off- 
set some part of the amount included in the 
cost of labour. 

The builder must decide on the type of 
machine best suited for the job and calculate 
accordingly. 

When considering the question of the 
approximate cost of hoisting materials to 
various floors in a building, so many factors 
have to be taken into account that no reliable 
guide is possible. 

Although it may be indicated that it would 
cost 3d. to 5d. per yard super. for labour 
and machine for hoisting only materials for a 
yard super. 6-in. concrete for floors, or a 
similar quantity of other material, from 
ground to second floor, the travel to the 
higher floors weuld cost slightly more. The 
probable cost of hoisting excavated material 
could be calculated on similar lines. When a 
large quantity of material has to be excavated 
it may entail the use of a travelling crane to 
expedite the work and possibly reduce labour 
costs. In such cases it will be necessary to 
view the site and its approaches to deter- 
mine whether a crane can usefully be em- 
ployed on the work. 

In the event of a crane being needed, the 
items to be considered will be the cost of the 
hire of the crane and the cost of fuel, to- 
gether with the men required in connection 
therewith (consisting possibly of a crane 
driver, signalman and tipper), the formation 
of a temporary gantry and staging on which 
the crane can move, etc., and also the quan- 
tity of material to be hoisted per day, together 
with the number of conveyances required and 
the disposal of the excavated material. Before 
the approximate cost could be arrived at, in 
many cases it would be advisable to obtain an 
estimate from firms who spczialise in such 
work.

The above method is simple, free from lia- 
bility to arithmetical error, and sufficiently 
nearly accurate that it may be used for all 
practical purposes. 

Portland cement concrete to trenches in 
underpinning would be worth at least 50 per 
cent. extra for labour, as it is usually in small 
quantities. 

To find the cost of concrete mixed in other 
proportions than those mentioned above, it 
is only oe to alter the various quan- 
tities to suit. In this example 6 yds. has 
first been taken to arrive at the price of 1 yd., 
which is simpler than to attempt to arrive 
directly at the price of 1 yd. of concrete, as 
if this is done it involves the use of several 
fractions. Thus, if 6 yds. of ballast are 
required to 1 yd. of cement, the quantity of 
cement would be 1 1/20 tons, as there are 
21 bushels per yard, and each bushel of 
British Standard Portland cement weighs 
112 lb., equalling 1 1/20 tons. 

During mixing, the cement goes into inter- 
stices in the ballast without increasing the 
bulk, and during and consequent upon ram- 
ming and consolidating, the bulk will be 
further diminished, and for this 15 per cent. 
has been allowed, which should be sufficient. 
It is almost impossible to state the exact 
quantity of diminution in bulk consequent 
upon mixing, etc., even if a definite example 
of aggregate were seen; but usually the esti- 
mates are prepared long before the ballast 1s 
even dredged from the river bed, so that it 
is impossible to state exactly the percentage of 
voids in the ballast quoted for. The cost of 
labour will depend upon how near the 
materials can be delivered to the actual point 

at which concrete is to be deposited. Machine 
mixing is a possible economy in special cases. 
—— yds. super. 6-in. Portland cement concrete 


(mixed as before) spread and levelled oveggt 


surface, at 5s. 1d. per yd. 

This rate is arrived at by taking one-sixth 
of the price per cub. yd. for Portland cement 
concrete, illustrated above, and adding 10 
per cent. for extra labour. 

Concrete floors filled in on centering around 
steel joists (centering and steelwork measured 
elsewhere) are worth about 10 per cent. per 
yd. super. for labour over and above the price 
of surface concrete. Should any hoisting be 
a to the various floors, this must be 
alded.

Rapid-hardening cement can now be 


obtained at a cost of about 10s. per ton more 
than the price for British Standard Portland 
cement. It is sold—20 bags to the ton. 

The advantage of this cement is that its 
strength in 48 hours is very much greater 
than standard cement which has had seven 
days in which to set. This would enable 
centering for concrete floors and such-like 
work to be struck in two or three days, and 
would enable the work to be done much more 
rapidly, and it is claimed that as this cemert 
is stronger, a saving can be made in the pro- 
portion of cement used. 


SUPERVISION OF VIBRATED REINFORCED 
~ “CONCRETE 


By A CLERK OF WORKS. 


VIBRATION is a mechanical method of con- 
solidating concrete to obtain the maximum 
compressive strength, and represents a dis- 
tinct advance in reinforced concrete construc- 
tion. 


Shuttering. 

Good shuttering is of great importance 
where vibratory methods are to be adopted, 
because while the vibrators are working the 
shuttering undergoes a severe test, which 
cannot be compared with the strain on shutter- 
ing subjected only to hand tamping. In the 
writer’s opinion, vibrated concrete consiruc- 
tions of less than 100 yards superficial wall 
area are not economical, as shuttering of the 
standard necessary for vibration cannot be 
used a sufficient number of times. On the 
other hand, a job involving, say, 10,000 yards 
super. necessitates, whether it is vibrated or 
not, shuttering of such quality as can be 
moved from lift to lift throughout the whole 
of the work, and one good shutter: is more 
economical than two or three flimsy replace- 
ments. In other words, except for special 
precautions in fixing, shutters for vibrated 
concrete need not cost more than those con- 
structed for hand tamping methods. There is 
no need for sizes of timbers to be increased 
for vibration, but special care in fixing costs 
money, and a fair estimate of increased fixing 
costs would be 10 per cent. 

Shutters for vibrated concrete must be 
constructed as a ngid unit, which can be 
vibrated as such, and not with individual 
movement of its several parts; a common mis- 
take is to leave straightening-up wedges 
unnailed, which is often permissible in 
ordinary concrete construction. 

In walling, the method of distancing can 
play a major part in the degree of rigidity 
attainable. Wiring is not conducive to a 
rigid relationship of the outer and inner 
shutters, and breaks are frequent. The best 
method is to use pre-cast concrete distance 
pieces, 2in. by 2in., of good quality to 
obviate crushing, made to the thickness of 
the wall and holed in the centre to take a 
-in. shutter bolt. These bolts must be fixed 
through the walings and studs on both sides. 
It is important that generous-sized washers 
be used to prevent the pulling in of heads 
and nuts. If the bolts are properly tightened 
to prevent slurry getting between the concrete 
distance piece and the shutter, no difficulty 
will be found in removing them, and they can 
be used throughout the whole of the job. 

Timber for vibrated work must be sound, 
well seasoned, and free from shakes and loose 
knots, particularly the sheathing. The 
sheathing should never be less than 1} in. 
finished thickness, preferably wrot one 


side, and not exceeding 7 in. in width. The 
writer has proved tongued-and-grooved board- 
ing to be advantageous, as it obviates the loss 
of liquid and consequent ‘‘ honeycombing,”’ 
but this, of course, is not always practical for 
small members. 





Vertical studs and transverse bearers for 
slabs and beams should be 4in. by 2 in. 
planted edgeways, and walings and struts 
must ‘be at least 4 in. by 3in., especially the 
latter, which must increase in dimension with 
increased length. In these dimensions it is 
assumed that the walling or slabs exceed 4 in. 
in thickness, 

It is important for vibratory purposes that 
wall shutters should not be made more than 
Sft. in height, or control of operations is 
lost. They must not be used singly after the 
first lift, but moved alternately above and on 
top of each other, the staggered extended 
vertical studs maintaining plumbness as the 
work proceeds. It is necessary to place the 
studs a maximum of 1 fit. 6in. apart, with 
two walings to each shutter. For columns, a 
good method is to shutter three sides to the 
whole height in one operation, and complete 
the remaining side hft by lift as the concrete 
is placed. 

Care must be taken with the spacing of 
transverse bearers and struts to beams and 
slabs, and these call for different treatment in 
accordance with the loads to be supported. 
These must be sufficient to carry the load, 
and together with the centering they must 
form a rigid unit properly braced to prevent 
individual movement during vibration. 

The importance of nailing folding wedges 
to struts must be particularly stressed. 


The Mix. 

It is impossible to achieve good results with 
vibrated concrete unless every care and atten- 
tion is given to the quality of the ingredients 
and their proportions in the mix. Whereas 
hand-tamped concrete is only disturbed in 
the immediate vicinity of the tamper, vibra- 
tion. causes a movement over a comparatively 
wide area, so that the nature of the mix is a 
very important factor. A rule-of-thumb mix 
—say, for example, 4 : 2 : 1—may not be the 
most suitable for vibrated work. 

The coarse aggregate requires more atten- 
tion than the fine aggregate, as a decrease of 
the larger and an increase of the smailler 
components of the coarse aggregate will upset 
all calculations for vibrated concrete, as the 
volume would be increased considerably and 
the mix thereby weakened. The writer has 
found that a coarse aggregate of 3 in. to 41. 
down is the best for vibrated concrete, with 
even variation between these sizes. The 
principal danger is an excess of very small 
pea shingle. This coarse aggregate must not 
be too angular for vibrated work. 

The best mix for good work is five volumes 
of aggregate to one volume of cement, the 
aggregate comprising coarse and fine materials 
in the proportions of 4} to 2. Lack of care in 
keeping to the exact proportions throughout 
the progress of the work will have a very 
bad effect on strength, texture, surface and 
colour, even if vibration is perfect. ss 

The dividing line between ‘too much 








and ‘‘ too little’’ water is so fine, and the 
degree of dryness of aggregates so varied, 
that a given quantity of water is both useless 


and dangerous. The ideal slump is 3 in. 
Tests must be taken at least once a day to 
ensure the slump being rigidly maintained. 
Except for the precaution of mixing dry, 
there is no need for the whole operation to 
exceed the time taken for ordinary concrete. 
Although a little more time is spent in mix- 
ing, the concrete is much easier to handle 
and does not ‘slop over’’ or adhere to 
shovels. 


Placing. 

The vibrators must be capable of giving at 
least 5,000 vibrating shocks per minute. For 
purposes of demonstration, assume that we are 
constructing the first 3-ft. lift of a concrete 
panel, 15in. thick, commencing with a 
column 2 ft. by 2ft., with similar columns 
every 30 ft., the columns projecting inside 
the building, the outside face being an even 
line, and the reinforcement and shuttering 
being in position. Eight vibrators are used, 
an efficient operator being essential, whose 
sole job is to attach.and remove the vibrators 
when required. A common mistake is to 
attach the vibrators to the walings instead of 
to the soldiers, which considerably reduces 
the shock on the boarding. Care must be 
exercised that the vibrators are securely and 
rigidly clamped to the soldiers. Vibrator 
No. 1 will be clamped centrally on the face 
of the inside column shutter; No. 2 on the 
face of the outside wall shutter 2 ft. from the 
end ; No. 3 in a position 3 ft. from the column 
internal angle on the inside wall shutter: 
No. 4, 6ft. from No. 2 on the outer wall 
shutter; No. 5, 6 ft. from No. 3 on the inside 
wall shutter; and so on, until all the vibrators 
are fixed. In every case they should be fixed 
in a central position between the top and 
bottom walings. 

Concrete placing now commences, and. after 
the column form has been filled to a height 
of approximately 2 ft., vibrators Nos. 1 and 2 
are switched on and the column form filled 
to its full height. The concrete is then placed 
along the line of walling, and to the full 
height of the shutter, the remaining vibrators 
being brought into overation immediately the 
pouring has passed the vibrator position. Bv 
this time the whole of the concrete vlaced 
within the column form and along the line of 
wall shuttering can be seen to be quivering. 
and a thin film of water with air bubbles will 
be seen on top of the lift in the vicinity of 
the vibrators first started. Immediately, but 
not until these air bubbles cease, the vibrators 
should be removed, as, if vibration is con- 
tinued beyond this stage, segregation of the 
materials takes place, precipitating the coarse 
material, thus causing ‘‘ honeycombing ” at 
the bottom of the lift and excess mortar to 
form at the top. On the other hand, if 
vibration is not sufficient, ‘‘ honeycombing ”’ 
will take place through lack of consolidation. 

It is good practice to sprinkle the top of 
the lift with dry coarse aggregate a minute 
before the removal of the vibrators, as this 
~ agg a thin line of fine concrete between 

ifts. 

When cills and small projections form part 
of the design, it has been found by the writer 
impracticable to vibrate these, as the area 
is not sufficient for effective attachment of 
vibrators. 

In beams, vibrators should be attached to 
the outside and inside of the shuttering, and 
not to the soffit, and the utmost care must be 
exercised in timing, as over- or under-vibra- 
tion is fatal. 


Vibration of Slabs. 

In dealing with the vibration of slabs it is 
not proposed to consider surface vibrators, as 
this method, although suitable for roads con- 
taining fabric reinforcement, is not satisfac- 
tory where heavy reinforcement is employed, 
and working room is not always available for 
the screed to which the vibrators are 
attached. 

The writer has recently supervised a num- 
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ber of vibrated slabs, for which vibraiors 
have been adapted for clamping to the trans- 
verse bearers of the centering. It was found, 
however, that. positioning was very important. 
For purposes of demonstration we will assume 
that we are pouring a slab 10in. thick, 
heavily reinforced, say, 18 ft. wide. This 
should he divided into individual vibratory 
areas of 1 yd. super., and a vibrator clamped 
to the nearest transverse bearer in the centre 
of each of these areas, in line along the width 
of the slab. Concrete must then be placed 
on this area to cover completely the bottom 
reinforcement, and the whole of the six 
vibrators brought into operation. Pouring is 
then continued to the ful] thickness of the 
slab and the vibrators kept into position until 
the whole mass shows movement and no air 
bubbles are apparent. In the meantime con- 
crete is being poured to cover the bottom 
reinforcement of the next 1 ya. strip. The 
vibrators are then transferred to this adjoin- 
ing section, and this procedure continues 
until the whole length of slab is complete. 


Mr. M. Semet writes as follows :— 

The vibration of concrete has passed the 
experimental stage : dozens of jobs have been 
carried out and are being carried out under 
vibration, i.e., all the Air Ministry aerodrome 
sheds, several bridges, and reservoirs, such 
as Tamworth, the Lickey Reservoir and 
Worthing Reservoir, and many other jobs, 
not to mention that the whole of the concrete 
of Waterloo Bridge is to be vibrated, as 
specified by the engineers. 

Some advantages of the system are as fol- 
lows: Vibration eliminates hand-punning, 
and on work where the reinforcement is 
heavy, four or five men hand-punning are 
replaced by one man handling the vibrators. 
The placing of concrete under vibration is 
more economical than hand-punning, and the 
slight increase in the cost of the extra amount 
of raw materials required to obtain the higher 
density is small in comparison with the saving 
realised by the elimination of hand-punning. 

Further, owing to the dry mix used when 
concrete is vibrated, the shuttering can be 
moved within a few hours, thereby further 
reducing costs. 

Special care should be taken to obtain the 
proper type of vibrator, whether electric or 
pneumatic, for the work in hand. There are 
several makes of such vibrators on the 
market, and the technical and _ practical 
assistance of firms with experience of concrete 
work should be received prior to a decision 
being made with regard to the choice of such 
vibrators.

BIRMINGHAM ASSIZES. 
Before Mr. Justice MACNAUGHTON. 


ACTION BY ARCHITECT FOR RECOVERY 
OF FEES. 


Wigley v. Cox. 

THis was an action by Frederick Samuel 
Wigley, an architect, of County Chambers, 
Corporation-street, Birmingham, and War. 
wick-road, Solihull, for recovery of £738 13s, 
alleged to be due on account of professional 
services rendered to Mr. Edwin Cox, of 
Birmingham. 

The action arose out of the preparation of 
plans for a proposed factory at Hay Mills, 
Birmingham, prepared by the plaintiff for 
Edwin Cox, a metal merchant, of Leopold 
Foundry, Hick-street, Birmingham. The 
scheme was not put into operation. 

Mr. P. Sandlands, K.C., and Mr. D. L, 
Finnemore appeared for the plaintiff, and Mr. 
Arthur Ward and Mr. A. P. Marshall for the 
defendant. 

The plaintiff, in the witness-box, said that 
Mr. Cox asked him to prepare plans for a 
new brassfoundry, and £8,000 was mentioned 
as the likely cost. 

Revised plans were discussed from time 
to time and fresh plans prepared to meet 
Mr. Cox’s wishes. 

Eventually Mir. Cox said that he had 
altered his views and now, intended to build 
a transport station in addition to the brass- 
foundry, and asked for new plans to be 
prepared. That was done, and he (the 
plaintiff) was told to ‘‘ get on with the job 
and prepare estimates.”’ 

Later he received a letter from Mr. Cox 
in which he said that he had decided not 
to proceed with the Hay Mills scheme; that 
he had found premises is Moseley-road. At 
Mr. Cox’s request he prepared his account 
and sent it to him. 

In answer to Mr. Ward, the plaintiff said 
that it was never understood that the cost 
of the land and the building was not to exceed 
£8,000 

Witnesses were called in support of the 
plaintiff’s estimates and the charges he made. 


The defendant, in evidence, said that he 
told the plaintiff that he was prepared to 
spend not more than £8,000 inclusive of the 
land and building. He did not ask Mr. 
Wigley to spend the whole of the £8,000 
for him, but hoped that he might do the 
job for half that amount. 

He had never been engaged in such an 
enterprise before, and took Mr. Wigley as his 
adviser. 

When the transport station was _ incor- 
porated in the scheme he did not think that 
it would greatly increase the cost or that 
the total would exceed £8,000. ‘‘I placed 
my confidence in Mr. Wigley, with £8,000,” 
he added. 


Judgment. 


The learned Judge, in the course of his 
judgment, said that the Institute’s scale 
seemed to be open to objection in many 
cases. The fact that the fee was hased on 
a definite percentage of the cost of a building 
scheme irrespective of what type of building 
sb involved did not seem to be just and 
air. 

Furthermore, why the R.I.B.A. should 
increase the scale from 5 to 6 per cent. after 
the War, when building costs went up more 
than 100 per cent., might be intelligible to 
members of the architects’ profession, but it 
was not intelligible to him. 

It seemed a most unsatisfactory way of 
determining what was a fair and reasonable 
amount which a professional man_ should 
receive for services rendered. 


The Judge added: ‘‘I do not propose to 
accept the scale as a guide to what is just 
and reasonable. I propose to name a figure 
which will cover all the items of the appeal. 
There will be judgment for 250 guineas, with 
costs.”’

Can the 
walls be treated in any way to prevent this 
condensation, or can any remedy be suggested 
other than new heating pear es

Cement Roofs. ;

Damp in Chimney. 

Sir,—A house belonging to a client of 
ours was built about 20 years ago, and has 
been occupied by the present owner for 18 
months. At the date of his occupation two 
small patches approximately 6 in. to 8 in. 
square appeared on the chimney breast in the 
front room, first floor. 
patches have extended to nearly twice the 
original area, and 
appeared, and all are damp. Another patch 
is showing on the cornice in the room below, 
and others are appearing in the back room 
on the ground floor; also on the breast. 
We have examined the brickwork to the 
chimney stack, and in the false roof, but all 
the brickwork is perfectly dry. oe a 


[The defects described appear to be the 
result of rain passing down the flues from the 
top. This frequently occurs at the bend of 
a flue. . At the same time it must be 
remembered that bare brickwork in the roof 
space which seems quite dry to the touch. 
may hold sufficient damp to show wet patches 
when plastered, so that the conditions below 
the ceiling may really be very similar to 
those above. On the cther hand, it may be 
that the upper parging is in such good con- 
dition as to carry down the moisture to the 
place where defects show. Also, the warmth 
in the room of the occupied house would 
tend to draw such dampness out to the 
surface. We would suggest that the tops of 
the flues should be protected with raised 
ridge tiles or metal caps, and the result 
observed.—Ep. ]

Str,—It should ibe remembered that a new 
flue collects soot quicker than an old one, 
and needs sweeping fairly soon.

Sir,—If the flues are constructed as shown 
there should be no real difficulty in sweep- 
ing them. A sweep has to contend with far 
more difficult bends than those shown. In 
any case, it would be a costly ‘‘ experiment °’ 
to ease them out. There is, in your diagram, 
a spare flue which appears to be a venti- 
lator to the room in question; I suggest that 
this flue should be used and connected to the 
one giving trouble. In my experience a 
similar remedy has proved successful on a 
number of occasions. Open fires are always 
liable to smoke as the large opening causes 
** pockets ”’ of cold air. J. G. 


Condensation and Copper Pipes. 
[Answers To “E. ¥. H.,” January 7.] 
Srr,—This condensation can be prevented 

by a wrapping of felt or similar material. 
Felt is supplied in strip form convenient for 
wrapping round pipes. There is a possibility 
of this obscuring the pipes and hiding any 
leakages that may develop, but the wrapping 
can be removed annually and the pipework 
inspected. W.E 


Sm,—-The pipes should be wrapped ‘in hair 
felt and copper wire and neatly cased. This 
will reduce condensation to a minimum,. and 
is not merely a method of covering up a 
defect.

Concrete Lily Pond: Watertightness. 
[Answers To “G. M. M.,” January 7.] 
Sir,—The reason why leakage is greater in 

summer than in winter is that in summer the 
earth has a higher temperature and a lower 
moisture content than in winter. In these 
circumstances, the earth offers more attrac- 
tion to water leakage from the pond than it 
does in winter, when the moisture content 
of the earth offers considerable resistance to 
leakage. A film of vegetable matter and dirt 
retards leakage very little. Under a head of 
water most concrete is not leak-proof unless 
suitably treated. The -wide difference in. the 
water. levels experienced is probably due to 
atmospheric conditions, condensation and 
evaporation varying so widely in different 


localities. 


Srr,—-The fact that the pond has filled 
after rainy weather may not indicate that the 
concrete has become watertight, since it ma: 
merely mean that the pond is filling throug 
its pores up to ground water level, and it is 
quite possible that this is happening in the 
present case. Observation throughout another 
dry season will establish whether this is the 
case or not. | 

TANKS. 


Sir,—It is quite probable that the forma- 
tion of an organic film on the interior sur- 
faces of the lily pond, which penetrates its 
pores, thus clogging them up, has diminished 
the leakage of water through the substance 
of the non-waterproofed concrete. Many 
readers will, no doubt, have heard of the 
throwing of bran into the water of a tank 
to reduce the leakage during a test, which 
it does because the fine bran is drawn into 
the pores and crevices, silting them up; but 
organic matter is subject to decay and cannot 
be regarded as permanent in its effects. 
Many factors may influence the level of water 
in a small garden pond, and it is impossible 
to draw any reliable inferences from such 
fluctuations. Rainfall and atmospheric con- 
densation increase the amount of water, 
and .if the surrounding soil is of clay, or 
other material having a low permeability 
when saturated, there may be a collection 
of water round the pond standing at the 
same level as that in the pond. The querist 
may find that during the coming summer 
his pond will again lose much’ more water 
than can be accounted for by evaporation. 

* The action of water glass (sodium silicate) 
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on concrete is to convert the free lime of 
the Portland cement into calcium silicate, 
which product helps to fill up the pores and 
so reduce permeability. This chemical reac- 
tion results in the liberation of caustic soda, 
which does not matter very much when the 
application is only to the surface. The im- 
permeability of puddled clay is due to the 
absence of capillary canals in its substance 
and is not in any way dependent upon 
the presence of organic growths in or upon 
it. It is not generally appreciated, as it 
should ‘be, that shallow garden pools sunk 
in the open ground are subject to particu- 
larly unfavourable influences, and yet, 
because of their comparative unimportance, 
they are frequently constructed in the most 
flimsy manner. When prolonged frost follows 
rain the subsoil surrounding such pools 
expands considerably, due to the freezing 
of the water it contains. TKis results. in 
severe thrusts on the sides, and even a lifting 
of the edges of a pool, if the bottom is not 
below the frost line, inevitably leading to 
cracking and leakage, unless the structure of 
the pool is sufficiently strong to resist these 
stresses. 

The most satisfactory construction for a 
garden pool is to form it as a monolith of 
concrete, adequately reinforced and water- 
proofed throughout its thickness. The 
amount of reinforcement required for a small 
pool is almost negligible in cost, and is 
indeed often offsat by the reduction in the 
thickness of the concrete made possible by its 
use. The waterproofing of the concrete is 
likewise not a serious item. and in addition 
to preventing leakage, and protecting the 
reinforcement against corrosion, it removes 
the danger of disruption which occurs when 
porous renderings and concrete become 
saturated and are then frozen. ENGINEER.

Treforest, South Wales, is shown by a report 
prepared by the consulting engineers to the 
Estate, Sir Alexander Gibb and Partners. 

Work began at the Treforest Trading Estate 
in Christmas week, 1936, and the position to- 
day is as follows: 21 buildings are con- 
structed or in course of construction, including 
the Training Centre for the Ministry of 
Labour and the Central Estate Offices on 
which work is proceeding. Two typical fac- 
tories are illustrated. e consulting archi- 
tect is Mr. Percy Thomas, P-P.R.I.B.A. Con- 
tracts have been placed for standard-type fac. 
tories of 20,000 sq. ft., 12,000 sq. ft., and 6,000 
sq. ft. Plans are in course of preparation for 
two canteens. 

The water system is approaching comple- 
tion, and will shortly be tried out. Filtration 
and purification plant is practically complete. 
Work on the service reservoir is proceeding. 
The whole of the railway tracks on the nort 
side of the estate are laid, with the exception 
of the high-level connection to the G.W.R. 
Half the steelwork for the railway bridge is 
completed, and the whole of the surface 
water and soil sewage systems for the entire 
estate will be complete as soon as the soil 
sewage pumps, now undergoing tests, are 
fixed. 

Plans for the lighting of the roads have 
been prepared, taking into account the recent 
recommendations of the Ministry of Transport 
Departmental Committee on Street Lighting. 
The connection of the high-pressure steam 
main, to serve large consumers, to the steam 
supply at the power station has been made. 

Biflicient steel has been obtained to cover 
200,000 sq. ft., from a large factory at Ipswich 
which has been purchased. 

South Wales and Monmouthshire Trading 
Estates, Ltd., are also responsible for the 
clearing of sites and building of factories in 
other parts of the special area, and their work 
is proceeding rapidly. The filling and level- 
ling of the Dowlais site is proceeding, includ- 
ing road construction and services. The 
original factory for Hall Telephone Accessories 
(1928), Ltd., is almost complete, and progress 
is well advanced with the new extension. 
Drawings showing factory layout, administra- 
tion block, etc., for British Sewing Machines, 
Ltd., at Cyfartha are being considered by the 
company, and documents are being prepared 
for the invitation of tenders. A five-acre site 


is being obtained at Ynys Fach for the 
foundry for this company.
